A circa 1867, 125 piece 
Chinese blocks game is 
available for transfer, loan, 
or exchange from the NPS 
Clearinghouse. 


The game consists of 4 spires, 
10 figures, 39 rectangles, and 
72 squares. The pieces are 
flat with designs and images 
drawn on either side in black. 
They are contained in a wooden 
box with "“Crandall’s Chinese 
Blocks” on the lid. 


The game is in good condition. 
It was patented several times 
between 1867 and 1876.

Do you have a nursery or a 
schoolroom? There is a 
chalkboard and an alphabetical 
wall chart available for 
transfer, loan, or exchange 
from the NPS Clearinghouse. 


The chalkboard, dated 1880- 
1910, is a hand held one in 
good to fair condition. It is 
a rectangular slate with 
rounded corners and has a 
wooden and red felt frame.

Chart/Designed as an

Series of Reading Books". It 
consists of exercises and a 
pronunciation chart, and has 
wooden bars at the top and 
bottom. 


The chart is in fair condition 
and dated circa 1851.

An infant or children’s buggy, 
and a baby walker are 
availabie for transfer, loan, 
or exchange from the NPS 
Clearinghouse. 


The design of the buggy is 
simple with a reclined cloth 
seat and a metal frame painted 
brown.

The 
buggy has four rubber rimmed 
wheels. It is dated 1910- 
1930s and needs some 
conservation work. 


The nineteenth century baby 
surely enjoyed taking a stroll 
in a simple but elegant 
hardwood walker like this one. 
It has a blue and white 
striped seat made of ticking. 
There is a small tray attached 
to the upper frame. It is 
dated circa 1880 and is in 
excellent condition.
